Crane asserted: “The obligation of 
veracity, the obligation to live and 
speak the truth as set forth in the 
ninth commandment is upheld by 
the precept and example of 
our 
Lord, in whose Spirit we live. When 
we lie, we sin. and when we lie we 
evidence other sin of the heart, if 
pot of action. We live to cover a 
wrong doing, or to gain prestige and 
honor deceitfully. We misrepresent 
facts that many people may think 
well of us. better of us than our 
worth deserves. The lie is a sign 
of corruption of nature which lies 
behind the falsehood. One lie gen­

SPILL MILK ON 
BADGER ROADS 


Wisconsin Dairymen Continue 
Picketing To Secure 
Higher Prices. 


New London. Wis., Feb. 20 (AP). 
—Truck loads of milk were spilled 
again Sunday on Wisconsin high­ 
ways as striking dairymen foamed 
tight picket lines in their campaign 
for higher prices. 
The market blockade was concen­ 
trated around Waupaca county, and 
little milk reached New London. 
Nine truckloads of milk, approxi­ 
mating 26,000 pounds, were dumped 
Sunday morning near Manawa. Or­ 
der was maintained by p’cketlines, 
however, and no physical violence 
has been reported since Saturday. 
Sees National Guard Head 
Frank F. Wheeler, district attor­ 
ney for Outagamie county, said he 
Conferred with Adjt.-Gen. Ralph 
Immel and two other Wisconsin 
national guard officers about the 
milk supply situation, but that no 
action was planned. 
While surly-tempered farmers, de­

strike, sponsored by the Wisconsin 
Cooperative Milk pool, had greatly 
extended its territory.
